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For  as  long  as  she  can  remember, 
Maxine  Hong  Kingston  has  been  drawn 
to  words  and  storytelling.  "When  I 
learned  English,  I  became  a  writer,”  said 
Kingston  in  an  interview  at  the  Hun¬ 
tington  Theatre  Co.  earlier  this  week.  "I 
made  up  stories  and  poems.  I’ve  always 
been  making  up  stories." 

An  award-winning  writer  and  a 
model  for  later  generations  of  Asian 
American  writers,  Kingston  was  in  Bos¬ 
ton  this  week  for  the  opening  of  "The 
Woman  Warrior,"  a  stage  adaptation  of 
her  autobiographical  books  "The 
Woman  Warrior"  and  "China  Men."  The 
play  will  run  at  the  Huntington  Theatre 
through  Oct.  10. 

Adapting  "The  Woman  Warrior"  to 
the  stage  was  a  process  that  began  soon 
after  the  book  was  published  in  1976. 
Although  film  rights  to  the  book  were 
purchased  in  the  1970s,  a  film  had  never 
been  made  of  the  book.  Earlier  efforts 
were  made  to  bring  the  story  to  the  stage 
but  these  too  were  unsuccessful. 

Over  the  years,  says  Kingston,  she  has 
grown  more  flexible  about  how  "The 
Woman  Warrior"  should  be  interpreted. 
"In  the  beginning  I  wanted  to  have  more 
control,"  she  says.  But  now,  she  adds,  she 
is  willing  to  "let  them  be  as  free  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Then  they’ll  bring  their  own  ideas 
and  gifts  to  the  show." 

Although  changes  have  been  made  in 
adapting  the  work  to  the  stage,  the 
story’s  "basic  ideas"  and  the  per¬ 
sonalities  of  its  characters  have  been 
preserved,  says  Kingston,  who  suggests 
that  the  important  themes  of  the  work 
have  also  been  retained.  At  the  heart  of 
the  book,  which  tells  the  story  of  an 
imaginative  and  adventurous  Chinese- 
American  girl  coming  of  age  in  Stock- 
ton,  California,  is  the  theme  that 
ordinary  life  has  more  than  one  dimen¬ 
sion.  "We  also  lead  a  mythic  life  and  we 
also  cany  on  history,"  says  Kingston. 

Both  "The  Woman  Warrior"  and 
"China  Men*  were  created  from  material 
the  author  had  been  collecting  for  a  long 
time.  "I  wrote  many  things  for  years  and 
years,"  she  says,  "diaries  and 
stories...thousands  and  thousands  of 
pages."  She  excerpted  this  material  to 
create  the  two  books,  she  explains. 

In  her  early  days  as  a  writer,  Kingston 
had  few  dear  role  models.  "I  feel  there 
wasn’t  anybody  who  was  writing  like 
me,"  she  says.  "I  felt  like  I  had  to  invent 
new  forms  and  invent  new  language." 
There  were,  however,  a  number  of  in- 


Residents  Express 
Frustration  with 
Area’s  Social  Ills 

City ,  Police  Offer  No 
Long-term  Solution 

When  Captain  Ron  Conway  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  spoke  at  a 
special  Chinatown  Safety  Committee 
meeting  earlier  this  month,  he  faced  a 
number  of  pointed  questions  from 
Chinatown  residents  who  seemed  tired 
of  the  prostitutes,  pimps  and  drug 
dealers  making  a  living  on  the  area’s 
streets. 

It  also  became  clear  that  neither  city 
government  nor  the  police  department 
have  yet  devised  a  workable  long-term 
plan  to  control  such  activities  on  the 
streets  of  Chinatown.  Though  the  police 
department  now  and  then  activates 
Operation  Squeeze  to  arrest  johns,  the 
prostitutes  generally  return  as  soon  as 
the  operation  is  suspended.  City  efforts 
are  never  sustained  and  the  problem  be¬ 
comes  perpetual,  with  prostitutes  some¬ 
times  working  near  Quincy  School  or 
near  residential  buildings. 

At  the  recent  Safety  Committee 
meeting,  a  number  of  residents  ex¬ 
pressed  frustration  with  the  problem 
and  with  the  city  and  police 
department’s  failure  to  adequately  ad¬ 
dress  it. 

Lucy  Chin,  a  resident  of  Oxford 
Street  and  a  member  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council,  complained 
that  there  is  no  police  visibility  in  the 
neighborhood  during  the  early  morning 
hours  when  prostitutes,  johns,  and 
pimps  sometimes  take  over  Chinatown 
streets.  She  said  the  problem  has  been 
particularly  severe  in  the  Oxford  Street 
area  in  recent  weeks. 

"We’d  like  to  think  we’ve  done  an 
adequate  job,"  said  Conway.  "Until  we 
get  more  help  we’ve  got  to  get  by  with 
what  we’ve  got."  Conway  added  that  "if  I 
had  a  cop  on  every  corner  it  wouldn’t  be 
satisfactory." 

A  number  of  residents,  however,  dis¬ 
agreed.  "I  haven’t  seen  a  foot  patrol  in 
there  at  night,"  said  Chin. 

Another  resident  told  Conway  she 
was  tired  of  "seeing  condoms  littered 
everywhere"  when  she  walked  to  walk 
each  morning  from  her  Tai  Tung  Village 
apartment.  Prostitutes,  she  said,  are 
regularly  working  in  the  residential 
neighborhoods.  She  urged  the  Police 
Department  to  have  a  stronger  presence 
in  the  neighborhood  to  deter  such  ac¬ 
tivity.  "That  sort  of  activity  should  not  be 
going  on,"  she  said. 

Elena  Choy,  another  resident,  sug¬ 
gested  that  police  should  make 
nighttime  patrols  of  the  Chinatown 
streets  at  regular  intervals  to  deter  pros¬ 
titution  and  drug  dealing. 

Residents  also  expressed  concern 
about  the  slowness  of  the  police 
response  when  they  call  91 1  to  report 
prostitution  or  drug  selling  near  their 
homes.  Richard  Chiu,  a  Neighborhood 
Council  member  and  the  executive 
director  of  the  South  Cove  YMCA  said

ACDC  Begins  Process  to 
Select  Oak  Terrace  Tenants 


The  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  (ACDC)  has  so  far 
received  about  1600  applications  for  its 
new  Oak  Terrace  housing  complex  cur- 
rently  under  construction  on 
Washington  Street  in  Chinatown. 

A  total  of  1625  applications  had  been 
picked  up  on  the  three  application  days 
last  month,  and  almost  all  of  them  were 
returned  by  the  early-September  dead¬ 
line,  according  to  Swan  Oey,  manager  of 
Housing  Development  at  Community 
Builders,  Inc.,  the  project’s  develop¬ 
ment  consultant  and  manager  for  the 
next  three  years.  Applications  had  to  be 
postmarked  by  Sept.  6  for  applicants  to 
be  considered  for  the  housing. 

Persons  interested  in  renting  an 
apartment  in  the  new  88-unit 
Chinatown  housing  complex  picked  up 
applications  on  Aug.  27,  29,  and  30  at 
sites  in  Chinatown  and  the  South  End. 
At  the  three  intake  sites,  applicants 
were  informed  of  the  process  and  of¬ 
fered  help  in  filling  out  the  applications, 
which  were  then  sent  through  the  mail 
to  Community  Builders.  The  applica¬ 
tions  were  then  randomly  picked  from 
piles  as  they  were  received  and  each  was 
assigned  a  number.  If  all  else  is  equal, 
applicants  with  the  lowest  numbers  will 


have  preference  in  obtaining  an  apart¬ 
ment,  according  to  officials. 

The  $13.5  million  Oak  Terrace  affor¬ 
dable  housing  complex  will  have  30  low- 
income  federally  subsidized  apartments 
(including  25  project-based  units  and 
five  voucher  units),  30  subsidized 
moderate-income  subsidized  units,  and 
28  market-rate  units.  The  development 
will  contain  14  one-bedroom,  32  two- 
bedroom,  33  three-bedroom,  and  nine 
four-bedroom  apartments.  Applicants 
for  the  low-  and  moderate-income  units 
must  meet  Section  8  income-eligibility 
requirements  to  acquire  an  apartment 
in  the  building. 

Twenty-five  of  the  30  low-income 
units  are  "project-based,"  which  means 
that  tenants  would  lose  their  subsidies  if 
they  move  out  of  their  apartments,  while 
five  are  voucher  units,  which  means  that 
tenants  can  transfer  their  subsidy  to 
another  Section  8  complex.  Project- 
based  units  tend  to  attract  people  who 
permanently  want  to  live  in  Chinatown.

he  recently  made  a  number  of  911  calls 
to  report  prostitution  and  drug  use  near 
the  YMCA  but  "they  (the  police)  never 
came."  He  added  that  "these  meeting  are 
useless"  if  they  fail  to  result  in  concrete 
changes  in  the  neighborhood. 

Conway,  meanwhile,  noted  that  the 
situation  has  improved  because  the 
number  of  people  attending  the  meet¬ 
ings  has  grown. 

"A  lot  of  these  people  are  at  their  wits 
end,"  replied  Chin.  "They  don’t  know 
what  to  do.  The  prostitutes  are  still 
here." 

Conway  suggested  that  imposing 
more  severe  penalties  on  prostitutes  was 
perhaps  the  only  way  to  control  pros¬ 
titution  on  the  city’s  streets.  While  Con¬ 
way  said  that  prostitution  was  a  citywide 
problem,  Choy  suggested  that  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  probably  more  severe  in 
Chinatown. 

A  number  of  people  attending  the 
meeting  proposed  strategies  to  control 
the  problem  in  the  neighborhood. 
Council  member  William  Moy  said  the 
police  should  again  institute  Operation 
Squeeze  because  it  is  effective,  while  a 
representative  from  Suffolk  County 
District  Attorney  Ralph  Martin’s  office 
suggested  that  putting  arrested  johns  on 
cable  TV  or  taking  away  their  cars  would 
also  be  deterrents. 

One  Chinatown  youth  who  attended 
the  meeting  asked  why  the  "cops  do 
nothing  about  pimps."  A  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  detective  replied  that  "we  arrest 
pimps  when  we  get  enough  evidence  on 
them." 

"People  have  the  right  to  walk 
around,"  said  a  second  detective,  who 
asked  how  Chinatown  youths  would  feel 
if  police  were  always  stopping  and  ques¬ 
tioning  them.

Shooting  Under 
Investigation 

Police  Captain  Ron  Conway  and  Suf¬ 
folk  County  District  Attorney  Ralph 
Martin  declined  to  comment  in  detail  on 
an  ongoing  police  investigation  into  the 
shooting  death  of  Phuong  Thu  Ly  at  25 


Tyler  Street  in  Chinatown  on  Aug.  27. 

"It  is  a  very  very  serious  case,"  said 
Conway,  who  added  that  12  people  are 
working  on  the  investigation.  He  said 
two  men  followed  Ly  into  the  shop 
shortly  after  3  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
and  shot  him  eight  times  in  the  base¬ 
ment  storefront,  which  is  called  an 
employment  center. 

"We  are  looking  at  it  from  the  angle 
of  a  gang,"  said  Conway,  who  added  that 
police  were  investigating  the  victim’s  ac¬ 
quaintances.  People  with  information 
on  the  case  are  asked  to  call  police  at 
Area  A  at  343-4248,  or  at  Homicide  at 
343-4470.

the  25  project-based  low-income  units 
will  be  provided  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.  Tenants  for  the  remaining 
apartments  will  be  drawn  from  the  pool 
of  applicants  who  applied  last  month, 
including  any  low-income  units  that  the 
BHA  cannot  fill. 

On  Sept.  1,  ACDC  officials  and  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  several  organizations 
financing  the  project,  including  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agen¬ 
cy  and  the  State  Street  Bank,  opened  the 
first  batch  of  applications  at  The  Com¬ 
munity  Builders,  Inc.  office  at  95 
Berkeley  Street. 

ACDC  executive  director  Carol  Lee 
said  that  ACDC  had  originally  planned 
to  have  an  application  process  that 
would  have  given  priority  to  applicants 
who  were  first  in  line  to  pick  up  applica¬ 
tions.  However,  they  decided  against 
pursuing  such  a  plan  because  they  felt  it 
could  lead  to  arguments  and  alterca¬ 
tions  among  the  applicants,  as  had  been 
the  case  when  such  a  process  had  been 
tried  elsewhere  in  the  city. 

Oye  said  officials  plan  to  choose 
tenants  for  the  subsidized  units  by  about 
December  and  suggested  that  tenants 
would  be  able  to  start  moving  into  the 
building  shortly  thereafter.

fluences:  Beat  writers  such  as  Jack 
Kerouac  and  Allen  Ginsburg  gave  her 


"permission"  to  experiment  with  the 
natural  rhythms  of  the  language  she 
heard  around  her.  "They  (the  Beats)  in¬ 
sisted  on  using  the  language  of  the 
streets,"  she  notes.  They  put  me  in  a 
direction."  In  her  stories,  Kingston  ex¬ 
plains,  she  wanted  to  capture  the  unique 
rhythms  and  intonations  of  Chinese- 
American  English,  which  she  believes 
has  its  roots  in  village  dialects.  Much  of 
it  came  to  her  through  her  mother’s  talk- 
stories  which  are  so  much  a  part  of  "The 
Woman  Warrior."  Other  influences  in¬ 
cluded  Norman  Mailer  for  his  ability  to 
blend  fictional  and  non-fictional  ele¬ 
ments  in  his  work,  and  Virginia  Woolf, 
whose  fiction  has  a  mythical  quality  and 
experiments  with  time  and  space. 

A  trailblazer  in  the  development  of 
Asian  American  literature,  Kingston 
had  few  Asian-American  models  to  fol¬ 
low  in  developing  her  own  writing. 
There  was,  however,  Jade  Snow  Wong’s 
"The  Fifth  Chinese  Daughter,"  which 
she  read  when  she  was  a  young  girl  and 
which  impressed  her  for  its  depiction  of 
Chinese  characters. 

Today,  notes  Kingston,  Asian 
American  culture  is  flourishing.  "I  think 
what  we’re  all  doing  is  defining  Asian 
American  culture,"  she  says.  That  cul¬ 
ture,  she  adds,  includes  the  joining  of 
Asian  ethnic  groups  which  historically 
might  have  been  bitter  enemies. 

Though  Kingston’s  characters  are 
firmly  rooted  in  an  American  sensibility, 
they  are  also  deeply  connected  to  the 
past,  to  the  mythology  and  culture  of 
China.  Kingston  points  out  that  when 
she  wrote  her  early  books,  she  had  never 
been  to  China.  All  that  she  knew  about 
that  country  came  from  family  stories. 
Since  then,  however,  she  has  travelled  to 
China  a  number  of  times  and  discovered 
that  the  image  she  had  formed  of  it  from 
family  stories  actually  "gave  me  a  picture 
of  China  that  was  very  accurate...the 
similarities  were  very  amazing."  she  says. 
This  was  especially  true  when  she  moved 
closer  to  the  villages  near  Guangzhou 
where  her  family  came  from  earlier  in 
the  century.  "By  the  time  I  got  to  the 
villages  I  could  speak  to  them,"  says 
Kingston,  who  still  has  family  members 
in  Guangdong  province. 

A  teacher  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley,  Kingston  is  also 
working  on  a  new  book  which  she  is 
calling  the  "Fifth  Book  of  Peace."  It 


replaces  a  manuscript  that  was 
destroyed,  along  with  her  home,  when 
fire  ravaged  the  Oakland  hills  several 
years  ago.  After  the  fire  she  simply 
began  to  write  another  book.  It  wasn’t 
the  same  as  the  one  she  lost,  she  says. 

Kingston  suggests  that  the  book  is 
meant  to  be  a  kind  of  continuation  of  a 
mythical  "three  lost  books  of  peace"  that 
she  heard  had  once  existed  in  China.  The 
legend  suggests  that  the  books  were 
destroyed  by  fire  during  revolutionary 
times  in  China.  When  she  visited  China, 
she  asked  writers  and  others  if  they  had 
heard  about  them  but  no  one  could  tell 
her  anything. 

When  her  book  (the  fourth  book  of 
peace)  burned  in  the  fire,  she  says  she 
"just  let  it  go,"  though  it  also  inspired  in 
her  the  idea  of  cooperating  on  a  project 
with  other  writers.  She  now  has  plans  to 
write  a  book  about  peace  with  a  group 
of  veterans.  "After  my  book  burned  I 
thought  I  would  like  to  write  in  com¬ 
munity  rather  than  by  myself...I  think 
many  veterans  want  to  work  on  peace 
also." 

Kingston,  who  has  studied  Buddhism 
with  the  teacher  Thich  Nhat  Hanh, 
notes  that  few  contemporary  writers  ex¬ 
plore  the  issue  of  peace  in  their  work.  At 
a  time  when  violence  has  become  an 
increasingly  apparent  part  of  American 
life,  Kingston  suggests  that  peace  has  to 
begin  within  individuals  and  families.  "It 
has  to  be  in  our  literature,  it  has  to  be  in 
our  consciousness,"  she  says. 

One  major  obstacle  to  peace  is  guns. 
"It’s  really  odd  that  people  think  we  have 
a  right  to  have  a  gun,"  she  says. 
Americans,  she  adds,  "have  to  figure  out 
a  way  to  disarm"  themselves  so  that  the 
ordinary  arguments  of  life  don’t  lead 
people  to  use  them.  "There  are  other 
ways  to  solve  problems,"  she  says. 

Americans  seem  to  be  addicted  to  the 
"excitement"  of  violence,  she  says.  "Can 
we  be  dramatic  without  being  violent?" 
she  asks.  "Can  we  learn  to  be  quiet,  calm, 

silent?"  ,  n  „

In  addition  to  tournament  play,  this 
year’s  event  also  included  a  dinner  and  a 
dance  -  attended  by  some  1200  people  at 
the  Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel  on  the  eve¬ 
ning  of  Sept.  4.  At  the  tournament  ban¬ 
quet  Guen  thanked  the  people  who 
helped  organize  the  event  and  pointed 
to  the  tournament’s  enduring  tradition. 

Guen  said  that  what  drove  the  or¬ 
ganizing  committee  during  its  most 
trying  moments  was  the  belief  that  "‘this 
tournament  is  a  labor  of  love,  a  labor  of 
cooperation,  and  it  must  go  on!’  This 
sense  of  community  pride  and  spirit  is 
similar,  I’m  sure,  to  that  which  is  found 
in  all  our  host  cities.  That  is  why  this 
Annual  North  American  Chinese  In¬ 
vitational  Volleyball  tournament  has 
enjoyed  50  continuous  years  of  success, 
and  will  go  onward  for  as  long  as  there 
exists  Chinese-American  communities 
in  North  America. 

"This  is  a  milestone  year,"  he  said, 
"fifty  years  of  history  and  evolution  not 
only  for  the  tournament,  but  also  for  our 
communities.  At  times  I  wondered 
whether  those  founding  players  of  that 
first  Boston  torunament,  of  whom  there 
are  several  present,  ever  realized  how 
important  this  event  would  be  to  their 
future  generations.  Or  how  much 
respect  for  its  communities  it  would 
bring. 

"I  look  out  to  this  crowd  and  can  see 
that  from  the  original  immigrant 
laundrymen  who  started  the  games, 
there  are  now  their  sons,  grandsons  and 
grand-daughters  taking  their  places.  We 
are  from  all  walks  of  life,  whether  as 
students,  housewives,  businesspersons, 
doctors,  lawyers,  scientists,  restaurant 
workers,  as  well  as  newer  immigrant 
cousins,  we  all  make  the  time  and  com¬ 
mitment  to  come  together  annually  for 
this  common  purpose. 

"It  is  due  to  our  strength  as  a  united 
community,  based  upon  the  foundations 
of  friendship,  sportsmanship,  and  kin- 


For  the  fourth  time  in  as  many  years, 
a  San  Francisco  volleyball  team  has  won 
the  Annual  North  American  Chinese 
Invitational  Volleyball  Tournament. 
San  Francisco  Mei  yi  Mei  defeated 
Toronto  Connex  three  games  to  two  in 
the  final  contest  to  take  the  tournament 
championship. 

In  the  final  match,  which  was  played 
at  the  Castle  (the  former  Arlington 
Street  Armory)  to  escape  the  stormy 
weather  outside,  Mei  yi  Mei  took  the 
first  two  games.  Connex,  however,  came 
back  strong  to  take  the  next  two.  But 
Mei  yi  Mei  revived  and  came  back  to 
take  the  final  game  and  the  match. 

Local  fans,  meanwhile,  were  elated 
by  the  impressive  play  of  Boston’s 
Knights  Athletic  Club  (Red  Jersey) 
team,  which  took  fourth  place  in  the 
overall  competition,  behind  Toronto 
Ngan  Lum,  which  placed  third.  Though 
a  Boston  team  hasn’t  won  the  tourna¬ 
ment  since  1968,  the  Knights  -  a  still- 
young  team,  according  to  local 
commentators  -  made  a  strong  showing 
to  keep  the  hometown  fans  impressed. 

Both  participants  and  organizers 
called  the  three  day  50th  anniversary 
tournament  a  success.  Although  it  had 
to  be  moved  indoors  on  Labor  Day  -  the 
final  day  of  the  three-day  competition  - 
the  transition  went  smoothly,  said  Tour¬ 
nament  Chairman  Robert  Guen. 

About  33  men’s  teams  and  27 
women’s  teams  took  part  in  the  event. 
This  year  there  were  also  senior  division 
competitions  in  which  former  tourna¬ 
ment  participants  returned  to  the 
courts.  On  Saturday  and  Sunday,  tour¬ 
nament  matches  were  played  on  courts 
near  the  Chinatown  Gate,  at  Pagoda 
Park,  and  in  the  parking  lot  of  the  Artery 
Project  building.  Thousands  of  people 
turned  out  for  the  event,  including  many 
tourists,  said  Guen. 

Early  Labor  Day  morning,  Guen  and 
other  tournament  organizers  decided  to 
move  the  games  inside  because  of  the 
rain  that  was  being  forecasted.  A  group 
of  volunteers  worked  in  the  early  morn¬ 
ing  hours  to  set  up  the  courts  at  the 
armory. 

Commenting  on  the  recent  strong 
showings  of  the  San  Francisco  team, 
tournament  coordinator  Onyen  Yong 
noted  that  West  Coast  teams  tend  to 
perform  better  than  their  East  Coast 
counterparts  in  part  because  volleyball 
is  a  more  serious  sport  in  the  West,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  the  college  level.  He  also 
noted  that  some  of  the  San  Francisco 
players  are  members  of  the  volleyball 
team  at  the  University  of  California. 
"They  play  volleyball  a  lot  more  than  we 
do,"  said  Yong,  who  organized  the

A  Master  of  the 
Homemade  Mooncake 


In  the  weeks  before  the  Mid-Autumn 
Festival,  Thoung  Dao  is  always  busy.  In 
his  daughter  Susan’s  home  at  the  Castle 
Square  development  in  the  South  End, 
Dao  can  often  be  found  making 
homemade  moon  cakes  for  family  and 
friends.  While  many  people  buy  their 
cakes  in  local  pastry  shops  or  in  Chinese 
markets,  an  increasing  number  have 
been  getting  their  moon  cakes  from 
Dao’s  kitchen. 

The  Mid-Autumn  Festival  is 
celebrated  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the 
nineth  lunar  month,  which  this  year  oc¬ 
curs  on  Sept.  20.  One  of  China’s  major 
annual  festivals,  the  Mid-Autumn  Fes¬ 
tival  emphasizes  the  importance  of 
family  unity.  On  the  night  of  the  festival 
it’s  important  for  family  members  to  be 
together.  If  they  can’t  be,  they  should  at 
least  try  to  think  of  each  other  so  that 
they  can  be  together  in  spirit. 

In  Vietnam,  where  Dao  lived  before 
he  came  to  the  U.S.  in  1987,  the  moon 
festival  was  celebrated  with  a  large  fami¬ 
ly  dinner.  After  dinner  moon  cakes  and 
special  fruits  were  placed  on  a  table  set 
up  on  the  roof  of  the  house.  For 
children,  there  were  brightly  colored 
paper  lanterns  with  candles  glowing  in¬ 
side. 

Before  her  family  sat  down  to  eat  the 
cakes,  says  Dao’s  daughter  Susan,  the 
family  would  pray  to  the  Buddha  and 
light  incense.  Family  members  and, 
friends  often  came  by  and  together  they 
would  eat  the  cakes  and  fruit  and  admire 
the  full  moon  from  the  roof  of  the  house. 

Dao,  who  is  68,  was  born  in  China’s 
Guangdong  province,  but  went  to  Viet¬ 
nam  when  he  was  19.  In  1987,  he  was 
forced  to  pull  up  roots  and  journey  to 
the  United  States.  Like  many  of 
Vietnam’s  ethnic  Chinese,  Dao’s  quest 
to  find  a  better  life  has  taken  him  far  in 
the  course  of  a  lifetime.  After  his 
children  fled  to  the  United  States  in  the 
late  1970s  to  escape  life  under  the  Com¬ 
munist  regime,  Dao  studied  cooking  in 
Vietnam.  He  wanted  to  have  a  skill  that 


would  be  useful  to  him  when  he  arrived 
in  the  United  States,  he  says.  "Before 
that,  I  couldn’t  even  make  a  cup  of  cof¬ 
fee,"  explains  Dao,  who  maintained 
movie  projectors  for  theaters  before  the 
Communists  took  over  the  country  in 
1975. 

As  it  turned  out,  Dao  had  the  talent 
to  become  a  skillful  cook.  He  now  im¬ 
presses  his  family  with  his  Peking  duck, 
moon  cakes  and  other  gourmet  Chinese 
dishes.  Every  Moon  Festival,  he  makes 
more  than  200  moon  cakes  for  people  in 
the  Boston  area. 

Dao  has  gained  a  reputation  of  sorts 
in  the  local  community  for  his  beautiful 
egg-filled  cakes,  which  are  markedly  bet¬ 
ter-tasting  than  their  store-bought 
counterparts.  They  are  light  but  not  too 
light;  sweet  but  not  too  sweet. 

The  key,  says  Dao,  is  the  ingredients 
he  uses.  For  one  thing,  he  doesn’t  use 
any  animal  fat  when  cooking,  preferring 
instead  to  use  corn  oil.  Also,  he  uses 
yellow  husked  mung  beans  bought  in 
one  of  the  local  Chinese  markets  for  the 
filling.  The  result  is  a  crust  that  is  light 
and  fresh  and  a  filling  that  isn’t  too  sweet 
or  heavy. 

In  a  recent  baking  session  at  his 
daughter’s  apartment  with  his 
American-born  granddaughter  helping 
out,  Dao  demonstrated  his  cooking 
technique.  He  makes  the  filling  by  first 
soaking  the  beans  overnight.  Then  he 
mixes  in  sugar,  oil  and  flour  and  cooks  it 
to  form  the  filling.  The  cooked  yolk  of 
an  egg  is  then  placed  inside  the  filling, 
which  is  encased  in  a  shell  consisting  of 
flour,  oil,  sugar,  and  egg  whites.  The 
filling  and  the  shell  are  then  pressed  into 
a  long  wooden  flower-topped  mold  and 
baked. 

"In  Vietnam,  the  Mid-Autumn  Fes¬ 
tival  is  a  very  big  festival,"  says  Dao  who 
now  lives  in  Quincy  with  his  son.  "The 
people  looked  at  the  moon  and  they 
made  lanterns.  But  here  there  is  noth¬ 
ing.  We  just  eat  the  moon  cake.  That  is 
all."

’’The  Woman  Warrior’s"  Imaginative  Journey 


It’s  not  easy  to  imagine  a  film 
or  a  play  based  on  Maxine  Hong 
Kingston’s  "Woman  Warrior." 
With  its  blend  of  myth  and 
autobiographical  detail,  the 
Asian-American  classic  seems 
too  complex  and  subtle  to  be 
brought  to  life  on  a  stage. 

But  Deborah  Rogin’s  "The 
Woman  Warrior,"  an  adapta¬ 
tion  of  Kingston’s  "The  Woman 
Warrior"  and  "China  Men"  ap¬ 
pearing  through  Oct.  9  at  the 
Huntington  Theatre  Company, 
has  done  just  that.  Rogin’s 
staged  version  of  Kingston’s 
memorable  work  has  succeeded 
in  capturing  the  essence  of  the 
original  work  and  the  mythical 
dimension  of  the  author’s  inner 
journeys. 

The  three-act  play,  directed 
by  Sharon  Ott,  culls  episodes 
from  Kingston’s  two  most  ac¬ 
claimed  stories.  At  the  heart  of 
the  play  lies  the  myth  of  Fa  Mu 
Lan,  a  character  from  a  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  story  who  leaves 
her  village  home  to  become  a 
soldier  in  the  service  of  her 
country.  Because  the  men  in  her 
family  were  either  too  old  or  too 
young  to  go  off  to  war,  she  dis¬ 
guises  herself  as  a  man  in  order 
to  take  their  place. 

Kingston  uses  this  myth  to 
explore  her  own  coming  of  age 
in  Stockton,  California  as  well 
as  the  journey  of  the  Chinese 
people  from  villages  in  rural 
China  to  the  Gold  Mountain. 


To  the  Chinese  villagers,  the 
world  across  the  Pacific  was  a 
place  in  which  lanterns  grew  on 
trees  and  fish  fell  from  the  sky. 
This  was  the  bright  side  of  the 
imagination,  the  lure  that  sent 
people  across  the  sea  in  hope  of 
finding  a  new  life. 

But  the  Gold  Mountain  also 
had  a  darker  side.  On  the  other 
side  of  the  ocean,  Chinese  im¬ 
migrants  encountered  immigra¬ 
tion  laws  that  often  excluded 
them  and  discrimination  that 
kept  them  isolated.  They  had  to 
contend  with  laws  that 
prohibited  them  from  bringing 
their  wives  and  families  to  the 
new  world  and  employment  dis¬ 
crimination  that  kept  them  in 
marginal  and  sometimes 


dangerous  jobs,  including 
building  American  railroads 
through  dangerous  mountain 
passes. 

At  the  heart  of  Kingston’s 
childhood  world  were  the  "talk- 
stories"  of  her  mother.  On  and 
on  Brave  Orchid  talked  about  a 
world  that  was  itself  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  myth  and  reality.  While 
the  whites  are  often  referred  to 
as  ghosts,  the  underlying  sug¬ 
gestion  is  that  all  life  is  popu¬ 
lated  by  ghosts  and  that  nothing 
in  this  world  is  as  rock  solid  as 
it  appears. 

Her  mother’s  stories  so  filled 
the  head  of  the  sensitive  girl 
that  she  finally  breaks  down, 
unable  any  longer  to  distinguish 
myth  from  reality,  unable  to 


talk  for  a  year.  Although  she 
loses  her  voice  during  this 
stretch  of  the  journey,  she  even¬ 
tually  revives,  overcoming  fear 
and  confusion  to  become  in  the 
end  a  preserver  of  words  and 
stories,  a  warrior  of  the  spirit.  In 
the  end  it’s  this  confusion  of 
words,  stories,  myth  and  culture 
passed  down  through  her  family 
that  becomes  her  strength  and 
the  source  of  her  art  and  that  by 
extension  becomes  the  strength 
of  the  Chinese  people  in 
America. 

The  first  and  third  acts  of  the 
play  are  its  strongest,  drawing 
largely  from  material  contained 
in  the  book  "The  Woman  War¬ 
rior."  The  third  act,  however, 
fits  less  comfortably  into  the 
flow  of  the  story,  perhaps  be¬ 
cause  it’s  drawn  from  the 
second  book,  "China  Men." 
Here  the  viewer  may  sense  that 
two  distinct  works  have  been 
grafted  together.. 

"The  Woman  warrior"  is  a 
visually  impressive  production; 
its  sets  and  lighting  are  vivid  but 
never  overdone.  The  sets  were 
designed  by  Ming  Cho  Lee,  one 
of  the  country’s  foremost  set 
designers,  and  the  lighting  is  the 
work  of  Peter  Maradudin.  Also 
blending  naturally  with  the 
production  is  music  by  com¬ 
poser  Jon  Jang,  which  combines 
Western  jazz  with  traditional 
Chinese  music.  The  play  also 
has  an  all  Asian  cast  with 


roots  in  a  wide  range  of  Asian 
countries. 

The  strength  of  play  lies  in 
the  relationship  that  develops 
on  stage  between  the  mother, 
played  by  Lisa  Lu,  and  the 
daughter,  played  by  Lydia  Look. 
Look  is  an  impressive  natural 
actress  who  seems  agile  enough 
to  play  any  role.  She  plays  the 
role  from  the  inside  out  and  has 
taken  the  main  character  of 
"The  Woman  Warrior"  and 
made  it  her  own. 

What’s  impressive  about 
"The  Woman  warrior"  is  its 
ability  to  join  the  history  and 
struggles  of  a  people  with  the 
coming  of  age  of  an  artist.  On 
some  level  they  are  perhaps  al¬ 
ways  the  same.  With  Kingston, 
however,  the  connection  be¬ 
tween  the  two  seems  especially 
strong  and  vivid.  What  she  has 
done  is  absorbed  the  inner  im¬ 
aginings  and  longings,  of  a 
people  and  preserved  it  in  art. 
This  is  a  feat  well  worth  witness-

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A  Chinese  American  Woman’s  China  Odyssey 


Although  a  number  of  books 
chronicling  the  excesses  of  the 
Chinese  Cultural  Revolution 
have  been  published  in  recent 
years,  "Caught  in  a  Tornado"  by 
James  Ross  is  perhaps  the  only 
one  that  has  as  its  subject  an 
American-born  Chinese 
woman’s  sojourn  in  China  and 
her  ultimate  encounter  with 
the  notorious  Red  Guards. 

A  professor  of  Journalism  at 
Boston’s  Northeastern  Univer¬ 
sity,  Ross  has  written  a  well¬ 
paced  narrative  of  Wen 
Zengde’s  return  to  China  to  at¬ 
tend  college  in  Beijing,  her  mar¬ 
riage  to  a  government 
bureaucrat,  her  life  in  Shanghai 
and  Hong  Kong,  and  her  tor¬ 
mented  life  under  the  Red 
Guards. 

Born  in  San  Francisco  in 
1900  to  Chinese  immigrant 
parents,  Wen  was  the  daughter 
of  a  businessman  who  died 
when  she  was  still  young.  In¬ 
fluenced  by  her  brother  Wen 
Xingfei,  an  avid  supporter  of 
Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen  and  the  editor 
of  a  pro-Sun  newspaper  in 
Honolulu,  Wen  and  other 
members  of  the  family  even¬ 
tually  follow  him  back  to  China 
when  the  Republic  of  China  was 
formed  and  Sun  rose  to  power. 

The  book  opens  with  scenes 
from  turn-of-the  century  San 
Francisco  Chinatown  and  a 
short  history  of  the  Wen 
family’s  journey  to  America. 
Her  father  Wen  Wo  was  the  son 
of  a  landlord  and  scholar  from 
Taishan  in  Guangdong 
Province.  In  1864,  at  the  age  of 


28,  Wen  left  China  for  San 
Francisco,  where  he  eventually 
became  a  gold  miner  and  a 
businessman. 

The  Chinatown  of  the  early 
20th  century  was  a  lively  place 
as  described  in  Ross’s  book. 
"Shop  windows  displayed  silk 
from  Suzhou  and  tea-colored 
crystal  from  Jiangsu  Province; 
food  markets  hung  ducks  and 
hams  outside.  There  were  Bud¬ 
dhist  temples,  theaters  that 
produced  Chinese  plays,  and 
three-story  dim  sum  res¬ 
taurants..." 

Wen  lived  through  the  San 
Francisco  earthquake,  which 
demolished  Chinatown,  and 
waited  on  Sun  Yat-sen  when  he 
stayed  in  their  home  on  a 
fundraising  trip  to  the  United 
States.  After  high  school  and 
with  her  brother  now  a  senator 


in  the  new  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment,  Wen  returned  to  China 
for  school. 

She  attended  Yenching 
University  in  Beijing  and  mar¬ 
ried  Chen  Xiaowei,  a  friend  of 
her  brother’s  and  a  government 
functionary.  A  student  in  Beij¬ 
ing  during  the  May  4,  1919 
Movement,  Wen  soon  dis¬ 
covered  that  her  foreign  birth 
set  her  apart  from  her 
classmates  in  China,  just  as  it 
would  during  the  Cultural 
Revolution. 

Wen  had  two  children  and 
eventually  moved  to  Shan¬ 
ghai  They  lived  well  but  their 
marriage  was  flawed.  Her  hus¬ 
band  was  guilty  of  numerous  in¬ 
fidelities  and  was  fond  of 
keeping  mistresses.  When  the 
Japanese  invaded  China,  they 
fled  to  Hong  Kong,  where  her 
husband  edited  a  newspaper 
called  the  Observatory  Review. 
When  the  Japanese  invaded 
Hong  Kong,  Wen  was  again 
forced  to  move,  this  time  to 
Guangxi  Province  in  China  to 
stay  in  a  village  with  her  mother 
and  brother. 

After  the  Japanese  were 
defeated,  she  again  returned  to 
Hong  Kong,  but  her  unstable 
marriage  made  life  there  dif¬ 
ficult  for  her.  "In  Hong  Kong, 
Chen  rented  a  house  on  Brown 
Street  near  Causeway  Bay.  He 
(her  husband)  lived  on  one  side 
of  the  house  with  his  mistress, 
their  children,  and  his  mistress’s 
sister;  Wen  and  Daniel  moved 
into  a  third-floor  apartment  on 
the  other  side  of  the  house," 


writes  Ross. 

In  1955,  when  Wen  was 
working  as  an  English  teacher 
at  Hong  Kong  University,  she 
received  a  letter  from  Chinese 
Premier  Zhou  Enlai  inviting 
her  to  return  to  China  to  teach 
English.  Her  daughter  had 
remained  behind  in  Guangzhou 
to  finish  school  and  her  son  had 
also  gone  to  China  to  attend 
school.  She  decided  to  accept 
the  invitation,  despite  her  step¬ 
daughter’s  efforts  to  persuade 
her  to  remain  in  Hong  Kong. 

In  1966,  Wen’s  Cultural 
revolution  ordeal  began.  It  was 
her  foreign  birth  and  her 
husband’s  connection  to  the 
Nationalist  Government  that 
fueled  the  Red  Guard  terror. 
Former  students  verbally  as¬ 
saulted  her.  One  especially 
cruel  torture  involved  being 
lifted  from  the  floor  and  sent 
crashing  back  down  again. 

Wen  was  67  years  old  at  the 
time.  Rules  of  normal  behavior 
had  been  suspended.  The  Cul¬ 
tural  Revolution  is  yet  another 
example  of  the  shortcomings  of 
China’s  rule-from-the-top 
tradition.  Acting  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  higher  authorities,  the 
students  let  loose  a  reign  of  ter¬ 
ror,  believing  they  were  only 
following  the  will  of  their 
leaders.  But  the  question  arises 
where  does  the  rule  of  in¬ 
dividual  conscience  begin  and 
the  rule  of  the  leaders  end.  The 
real  issue  here  isn’t  the  Cultural 

Revolution  but  the  deeply- 
rooted  traditions  that  inspired 
it. 


With  the  death  of  Mao  and 
the  fall  of  the  Gang  of  Four, 
Wen,  as  you  would  expect,  was 
eventually  rehabilitated.  She 
retired  from  teaching  and  ar¬ 
ranged  to  have  her  son  released 
from  a  labor  camp.  They  both 
eventually  moved  to  the  United 
States.  She  died  in  an  Oakland 
elderly  housing  complex  in 
1988,  not  long  after  Ross 
finished  his  interviews  with  her. 

"Caught  in  a  Tornado"  is  a 
straightforward  narrative  of 
Wen’s  life  told  in  an  unadorned 
style.  Ross’s  strength  is  his 
ability  to  weave  together  the 
details  of  Wen’s  life  with  the 
main  events  of  20th  century 
Chinese  history.  The  book  is  in¬ 
formative  and  precise  and 
moves  at  a  steady  pace.  It’s  only 
shortcoming  may  be  it’s  tenden¬ 
cy  to  define  Wen  by  events 
rather  than  by  the  workings  of 
her  inner  life.  In  the  end,  Wen 
as  a  person  seems  only  vaguely 
developed.  There  are  oc¬ 
casional  revelations  of  per¬ 
sonality,  but  generally  she 
remains  remote  and  difficult  to 
fathom.

Green  Card  Extension 

The  U.S.  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (INS) 
announced  today  that  it  is  at¬ 
tending  until  March  20,  1995 
the  period  for  replacement  of 
green  cards  issued  to  per¬ 
manent  resident  aliens  before 
1979.  According  to  INS,  the  six- 
month  extension  is  necessary  * 
because  of  a  surge  of  applicants 
over  the  past  two  months  to 
meet  the  fast-approaching 
original  and  now  discarded 
deadline  of  Sept.  20. 

INS  advises  that  those  per¬ 
manent  resident  aliens  who  are 
holding  an  1-151  green  card  is¬ 
sued  prior  to  1979  and  who  wish 
to  continue  maintaining  a  valid 
green  card  should  apply  for  a 
new  card  by  filing  a  completed 

INS  form  1-90,  along  with 
proper  documentation,  and  a 
$75  fee  at  the  local  INS  office. 
Applicants  who  cannot  afford 
the  $75  fee  may  request  a 
waiver,  and  elderly  and  disabled 
persons  unable  to  travel  to  an 
INS  office  may  ask  for  special 
assistance. 

‘  "There  is  an  attractive  and 
relatively  simple  alternative  to 
the  green  card:  apply  for 
naturalization.  Become  a 


citizen,"  noted  INS  Commis¬ 
sioner  Doris  Meissner.  "And 
never  have  to  worry  about 
renewing  your  green  card 
again."
